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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -8 have been cancelled. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

(I) irradiating a fikn formed of a photosensitive polymer or a mixture of a 
photosensitive polymer and a low molecular weight compound with light with the 
incident hght changing in sequence, claims 9-16, 

(II) irradiating a layer formed of a photosensitive polymer or a mixture of a 
photosensitive polymer and a low molecular weight compound with linear polarized 
lights having electric field oscillation planes differing from each other in at least two 
directions, wherein the hght to be irradiated in at least one direction is irradiated in a 
direction oblique to the normal line of the layer, claims 17-28, and 

(HI) irradiating a layer formed of a photosensitive polymer containing a positive 
index ellipsoid structure or a mixture of a photosensitive polymer and a low molecular 
weight compound with non-polarized light or Ught including a perfectly polarized hght 
component and a non-polarized Ught component, claims 29-39. 
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3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions impatentable over the prior ad, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
